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DECISION ON APPLICATION FOR

This decision is in response to the "REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION 
OF PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT UNDER 37 CFR § 1. 705(d), " filed March 
17, 2006. 

The request for reconsideration of patent term adjustment is 
GRANTED. 



The above-identified application matured into U.S. Patent No. 
7,012,066 on March 14, 2006. The instant request for 
reconsideration was timely filed March 17, 2006 in accordance 
with 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(d). The patent issued with a PTA of 145 
days. Applicants argue that the correct adjustment is 218 days. 

A review of the application history reveals that an overall 
adjustment of 449 days can be attributed to the Office 1 . The 
adjustment is reduced a total of 231 days for applicants' 
failure to engage in reasonable efforts to conclude prosecution 2 . 

In view thereof, the patent is entitled to an adjustment of 218 
days as argued by patentees.

action mailed September 30, 2003. A further adjustment of 73 days can be
